George 开 Krueger，who represents 
the superior judges in the litiga- 
ftion，declined comment until he 
had read Renfrew's opinion. 

The court challenge came out of 
suit filed September 20,， 1972, by 
Sidney Wolinsky, PublicAdvocates 
attorney，on behalf of four plain- 
tiffs，including three women. One 
of the plaintiffs was Carolyn Yee， 
a secretary residing in Chinatown. 
The suit was filed against the 
method of selecting civil and crim- 
inal grand juries.

Last April，the superior court 
judges，acting under state law,， di- 
Vided the grand jury into halves， 
one essentiaily _ criminal and the 
other essentially civil. Public Ad- 
Vocates then dropped its challenge 
of the _ criminal grand jury，which 
was chosen from the voting rolls.

Other coordinators who have 
split with Barzaghi include Russell 
Robles，head of the Filipino Crea- 
five Center here; Carlos Villa, and 
James Suzuki，both painters and 
both on the faculty of Sacramento 
State University; and Bernice Bing， 
painter and former head of the 
Neighborhood Arts Program here 
in Chinatown . 

Robles told East/West that Bar- 
Zaghi has “gone too far.” 


“TI wasnt chosen by Barzaghi.” 

Robles says Brown's art coordi- 
nator chose Villa，Suzuki，and a 
professor of ethnic studies at Sac- 
ramento State，Dr. Sho, and that 
these people got in touch with 
Northern California Asian artists. 
Robles says Barzaghi played tbe 
Northern California group against 


the downstaters by meeting sepa- 
rately with each group and not 
keeping the lines of communica- 
tion open.“He contacted every- 
body in such a rude way and lied .

As to Barzaghis claim that they 
did not represent Asian artists， 
why werent any Northern Cali- 
fornia people presented at the ex- 
hibit? The space at the Capitol was 
inadequate. The catalogue was the 
most important thing. We needed 
the catalogue before we could con- 
tinue.” 


NO _ RETURN 

了 East/West tried to get Barzaghi's 
response to these charges. He has 
not yet returned our call. The gov- 
ernor?S Dress Secretary， David Jen- 
sen，says that it is not the policy 
of the govefnor's office to select 
art, but that it is correct procedure 
for the art administrator to seek 
out persons to initiate an exhib 进 - 
Jensen says the exhibition will run 
for a month in a suite in the gover- 
nor's office on the first floor of 
the Capitol， and“a lot of people 
will see 让 .” The press aide said the 
exhibit had “to get on”because 
there are other programs Scheduled 
in the future. 


During the last few months the 
governor's office has sponsored 
shows for the California Indians，

U.S.-China relations have been at 3 
low ebb these two years. With this shake-up, the President 
and Secretary Kissinger wil probably make some dramatic 
breakthroughs in China and on other forelgn fronts.

The Importance of Food 
Production in China

It is a truism to say that without food nothing else is possible. My hus- 
band and I spent April, May and June in China. In May, as we traveled 
from Peking to the banks of the Mekong River in Yunan province，my 
thoughts about China centered on food growing， 

Wetrayeled by plane, boat, and minibus; but the greater part of ouUr trip 
was by train. From the train windows we could see endless cultivated fields 
mixed with terraced hills，uncultivated mountainsides and，occasionally， 
poor land with sparse crops， 8 

JIn the north the winter wheat was standing green in the fields, justibe- 
ginning to ripen; in central China it was ready for harvesting Of was 3al- 
ready in; and in the southwest a second crop of rice was being trans- 
Planted . 

One day, looking from the train window at the people working in the 
fields, I said to our woman companion: “We are all riding on the backs of 
the food growers.” As 1 said this many things about China fell into place in 
my Western mind ， 

Without the mighty etfort that has been made to be self-sufficient im 
food, the Chinese would not have made their enormous forward strides in 
other fields. Today nearly all the young people ffom the cities go down to 
the countryside when they graduate from middle school. 

These young people stay in the country,，usuajlly not far from their own 
homes, for a few years, and then most of them return to the cities to jobs in 
factories，offices，or government， 5 

In the United States, where so much of what we eat seems to originate in 
a Supermarket，and where agriculture is largely big business，we rarely 
conneet the food we eat with individual human labor. ， 

Thevast bulk of the food raised in the United States is doneby4or 5 per 
cent of the population, not 80 or 8S per cent as in China. There is no gen- 
eral consciousness in the United -States, except when' wheat'is soldito the 
Soviet Union, of the absolute, over-riding importance of food production. 

In China it is impossible to be unaware of this importance. By the time 


we returned to Peking in early June the winter wheat was just on the point 


of being harvested. Everyone, the foreigners as well as the Chinese, talked 
of the harvest, To me, brought up in cities, this was a new and excitin8g 
experience, 

The doctor who was treating my back at the hospital told me one day not 
to come the next day as he would be in the country“helping with the har- 
vest.” jlt is easy to Suppose that this was just a symbolic gesture, but if so 放 
was a willing one， 

When I think back to the 1930'"s, to the chaos, hunger, starvation, dis- 
ease and grinding poverty that had a hammerlock on China, the transfor- 
mation that has taken place since 1949 is nothing less than stupendous. 


I never met anyone in China in the nineteen-thirties who had any idea 
that China could advance from medieval misery to a modern state in the 


Short Space of 25S years. 

JIn fact, everyone just assumed that China woujd always be“poor and 
backward and miserable" 一 nothing could be done for such a mass of illit- 
erate people， most of whom were landless peasants. 

But ithas moved into the world of today by the heroic and selfless labors 
of its own people.I would think that a nation such as ours, which prides it- 
self on its own work ethic,would understand China's great achievement 
and wish it well，

According to the report，the 
legal and social needs in low- 
income Asian communities which 
led to the creation of the special 
program have not improved since 
the program began five years ago. 

LS9AT 

This lack of improvement could 
be due to the admissions emphasis 
on academic criteria，especially 
the Law School Admissions Test 
(LSAT)，rather than commitment 
to working in low-income areas， 
said the report. 

Such an emphasis is unfair be- 
cause theLSAT is allegedly biased 
against low-income candidates-- 
for example，the average parental 
income of a student who attained 
an LSAT avetage of 750 was $24,- 
000，while students whose LSAT 
Score Was 200 had a parental aver- 
age income of $8,500，according 
to report statistics. 


Because of the importance at- 
tached to LSAT scores, high-scor- 
ing candidates from high-income 
backgrounds are being accepted 
under the special admissions pro- 
gram and are displacing genuinely 
disadvantaged students，said the 
report. 

About 40 per cent of those 
entering Boalt through the Asian 
special admissions program have 
incomes below the federal poverty 
guidelines of $4,000 a year，said 
the AALSA report. 

DiIALOGUE 

The report was also highly criti- 
cal of the lack of student input in 
the admissions process. 

Currently，students may make 
recommendations only about the 
academic quajlifications of a candi- 
date，and the final decisions rest 
with the faculty. 

“What might be a significant dia- 
logue probing the hard questions 
of an applicant's potential contri- 
bution to the legal professions and 
SoOciety . . .js thus reduced to the 
recitation Of prescribed argu- 
ments， said the report. 

Smith said that the Faculty Ad- 
missionsComamittee will meet with 
Asian student advisors this week . 

“Weve got alot of thinking and 
a lot of data gathering to do be- 
fore we come to a decision ”said 
Smith . 

The committee's_ final recom- 
mendation will probably come be- 
fore the entire Boalt Hall faculty 
for a vote, said Smith.

During the 19th century, Hawaii 
was an independent kingdom， 


Which was increasingly dominated 
by a small but powerful group of 
American planters. The early Chi- 
nese immigrants to 了 awaii found 
themselves thrust into this colonial 
type plantation economy. Because 
of this environment，so different 
from that in the continental U.S.， 
the historical development' of the 
Chinese in 也 awaii has followed a 
somewhat different pattern from 
that of their felljow countrymen 
on the Pacific coast.

There is little doubt these events

For the last few-years，China's 
trade with the United States has 
been fluctuating at a drastic rate.

In 1974，the United States” ex- 
port to China rose to $820.5 mil- 
Hions and became China's second 
most important Supplier next to 
Japan. However this year, U.S. ex- 
ports to China have amounted to 
only $250 million，and out of 
some 100 complete plants pur- 
chased by China only eight were 
American. Many reasons, financial 
and agricultural，contribute to the 
decrease in U.$. exports; howWever， 
the one Serious obstacle that is 
causing the _ unstable trade is the 
lacg of formal diplomatic recogmni- 
tion between the two countries.

HONG KONG (PNS) 一 The ex- 
pression “as American as apple pie” 
may SOon become “as Chinese as 
apple pie,” thanks to McDonald 's 
。 hamburgers' latest foray into global 
franchising. 

Ignoring warnings that its food 
would not agree with Chinese pal- 
ates,the hamburger empire has now 
established a foothold in this British 
colony where 98 per cent of the 4.3 
million residents are Chinese. 

The first store was opened this 
January, and two more will open by 
the end of this year. It is, expected 
there will eventually be about 20 
here， 


APPLE PIES 

Each month，the store has sold 
more apple pies (about 10,000) than 
any other of the chain's 3,300 stores 
across the world. Hamburger sales 
are totaling about 7,000 a day. 

“We're doing better business 
over-all than 90 per cent of the Mec- 
Donald's in America,， said manag- 
ing director Daniel Ng， whom 
friends now call the “Hamburger 
King of Hong Kong.” 

Ng takes particular Pride that 
McDonald's is Proving Successful 
here while other American fast-food 
imports have failed. The latest and 
largest flop was Kentucky Fried 
Chicken，which 1last year had to 
close down .the 11 stores 让 had 
opened in 1973. 

Food industry experts have 
Suggested various theories on why 
和 Kentucky Fried failed while Mec- 
Donald's is making it big. One is 
poor management，including the 
precipitous 11-store leap into the 
Imarket,， 

Another is that Colonel Sanders 
didn't understand local customs. 
According to this theory, the slogan 
“finger-lickin” good” was a hin- 
drance when translated into Chi- 
nese, because the Chinese don't lick 
their fingers during or after eating. 

A third theory is that something 
in the batter was foreign and didnt 
go down well with local stomachs.

the_birth of film director D，W. 
Griffith will be celebrated in San 
Francisco at the Surf Theatre 
(Nov. 6-16) and in Berkeley at the 
Pacific Film Archive (Nov 10-11) 
by showings of many of his rarely- 
seen classic films.、The Surf will 
feature several showings of his two 
epic films， “Intolerance”(1919) 
and The Birth of a Nation?” 
(1915)，during a 14-dqday，10-film 
run. The Archive will screen“The 
Girl Who Stayed at Home”(1917) 
and“ True Heart Susie”(1919). 

One of Griffith's most famous 
works,”“Broken Blossoms” (1919)， 
will be shown at the Surf next 
Monday night with “Way Down 
了 ast (1920).“Blossoms”” has been 
described as Griffithzs“most per- 
fect film.”The Surf says the film 
“replaces_ large-scale action with 
jyrical atmosphere and intense 
emotion. A_ rapturous Lillian Gish 
performance sparks this tale of 
temple bells, lovers and tears with 
Richard Barthelmess in his cele- 于 
brated role as an idealistic Chinese 
hoping to spread Buddhism to the 
West”The film was pre-screened 
last week for the eritics. 

Barthelmess， who plays a charac- 有 
te called “The Yellow Man,， pre- 光 
sents a less stereotyped portrayal 
of a Chinese than occurs later in 晤 
many Sound films. This isn't say- 
ing much given the mentality of ， 
say， Walt Disney productions， 
Which present a grossly offensive 
Peter Ustinov playing a double- 
dealing Chinese spy in “One of 
Our Dinosaurs Is Missing”(1975). 
Griffith scripts a “yellow man2” 
who is neither sexually depraved， 
as Was the case in the Fu Manchnu 
Series，nor passive and non-vViolent， 
as Were the portrayals of the many 、 
whites who played Charlie Chan. In “Blossoms”the Chinese man 
takes the law into his own hands when the woman he loves is brutally 
mistreated and finally killed by her bullying，Pprizefighting father 
(Played by a young, muscular Donald Crisp ). 

There are several nice touches in the film.The wide-eyed do-goodism 
of the missionaries who went to China to“educate and convert the 
Savages”is satirized by Griffith none too gently. It is the yellow man 
Who tries in the film to bring civilization and peace to the barbarous 
Westerner. Griffith，who wrote the film，shows sailors fighting amomng 
themselves in the East and has spectators cheering the bloodlust of the 
Prizefights in America. 

There are opium dens and a Chinese called “The Evil Eye”in the 
filjm. But such stereotyping is less offensive in a 1919 film than it is in 
1975. All the films in the series will be shown in 35mm prints，and 
organist Robert Vaughn will provide 1live organ accompaniment for 
many of them，including“Blossoms.”The use of tinted color by Grif- 
fith in “Blossoms”adds to the lyrical quality of the film，which he 
based on“The Chink and the Child”in Thomas Burke"s“Limehouse 
Nights.” 

eThe Japanese American Citizens League'S weekly newspaper， 
Pacific Citizen，reported last week that there are conflicting reports 
“和 about the quality and historical accuracy”of the upcoming NBC-TYV 
film “Farewell to Manzanar” (了 /W 7/16, 7/130/75). According to the
